Waasington, /Sept. .17.—Amid a si- 


lence unbroken save by mournful mu- 
sic and the measured tread of mani- 
fest, President McKinley's body'was 
taken on its final journey from the 
White House to the Capitol today. 


With all the solemn pomp and pa- 


geantry that a great nation could pro- 
vide, all that is mortal of the citizen- 
soldier-statesman was given a funeral 
of state. 


Xot Rome or Greece, ever paid such 


honors to their departed great as were 
shown today to the third President of 
the United States, "whomf death has 
crowned 
a martyr." 
Seven short 


months ago the broad pavements of 
Penna' avenue echoed to the plaudits 
of the populace as Win. McKinley pass- 
ed triumphant for the second time in- 
augurated President of a mighty na- 
tion. Then the houses blazed with col- 
or and the air was filled with brass 
tongued notes of welcome to the con- 
quering hero. 


-Today a corpse he passed along an 


avenue of sighs, sobs and tears. From 
the White House, where he held his 
simple court to the Capitol, where the 
people make their laws, the cortege 
slowly dragged its way.between walls!

President's army comrades of the Loy- 
al Legion and the G. A. R. Slowly the 
processions swept along to the beat of 
muffled drums and with arms reversed, 
until it reached the Capitol. There, 
under the great white dome in the cen- 
ter o£ the rotunda, the casket was plac- 
ed on the dark hued catafalque that 
had twice before borne 
other mar- 


tyred presidents—Lincoln and Gar- 
Garfield—and the services began. 


Simple as they

At the 
same, hour, in every city and village of 
the republic, in the stately halls of 
Westminster Abbey in London, and in

For six hours the body will lie in 


state in the rotunda to allow the people 
of the nation's capital to take the last 
look at the President.

been discovered, its immense utility will not be surrendered. 


Mr. Beecher once said that the great test of humanity is yet to 


come. That test will come when the world has got through with its 
drudgery and, well fed, well clothed and well housed, can afford to 
give itself up to the full play of life.

The rills of beneficence and 
charity that once flowed like tiny streams through small communities 
have widened in our day to be Hudsons, Amazons and Mississippis 
and are enriching continents where they once enriched localities. 


With increased prosperity has come much the fullest recognition 


of social obligations that society has knoAvn and much the most com- 
plete development of the social consciousness. It was in this rich 
age that one of its wealthiest men declared that the time will come 
when IT WILL BE A DISGRACE FOR A MAIT TO DIE RICH. 
There is really no alternative; the world cannot remain poor if it 
would; by the very law of its life society is bound to become rich.

An Eloquent and 
Touching Sermon 


Delivered by Dr. Baldwin on th« 


President's Death. 


Granville, O., Sept. 16. — It has been 


a long while since there has been wit- 
nessed as great an attendance at the 
churches in this place as there was 
on Sunday and Sunday evening. 
In 


the general grief over the death of the 
beloved President, It seemeu as 
if 


each individual mourned as though 
heh ad suffered 
a personal bereave- 


ment, and no where was this grief 
more manifest than at the Baptist 
church, where one of the largest con- 
gregations that had ever been assem- 
bled in the edifice, had come together 
to listen to the sermon preached by Dr. 
C J. Baldwin. Dr. Baldwin took for 
his theme "All sin and iniquity is 
mysterious," and preached one of the 
most eloquent and pathetic discourses 
over listened to by a Granville congre- 
gation. He showed why sin and in- 
iquity is mysterious; why God permit- 
ted it.^and showed how blessings -svere 
wrought out through the working of in- 
iquity. We are all members of one 
body/and whenever one was afflicted 
all were afflicted. The country during 
the past hirty-five years has passed 
through several great crises, each of 
which marks the woik of God in shap- 
ing the destinies of men. 


The death of Lincoln resulted in the 


overthrow of Southern state govern- 
ment and rid the country of slavery. 
Garfleld in another, made a study of 
the defects of our government system 
and rendered affective the complete 
establishment of civil service reform, 
and the death of President McKinley 
will be the means 
of uprooting an- 


archy in-this country. He showed that 
the serpent tooth and poisonous fang 
of anarchy in free America was direct- 
ly traceable to the expulsion of the Ni- 
hilists from Russia. 


Duing the latter part of Dr. Bald- 


win's sermon he spoke of the greatness 
and goodness of our late President, 
and of the loving care of his gentle 
wife during his last hours. In feeling 
terms the speaker dwelt on the unsel- 
fishness and Christian spirit the mar- 
tyred President bore at the end, of the 
beautiful words he repeated, trusting 
all to God; how Mrs. McKinley and 
President Roosevelt were left, the one 
frail and weak, yet strong in o 
other stalwart and great; that Czol- 
gosz now ranks with Booth and Gui- 
teai! in the evil he has done In con- 
clusion the Doctor asked for a blessing 
upon the afflicted ones. 


During a portion of Dr. Baldwin's 


sermon his remarks were so pathetic 
as to call forth tears from many in the 
congregation.
